side him. His father, who was with 
him, was also smoking, and his mother 
had a cigarette between her lips. When 
the party went away the mother took 
up the naked smoking boy, and balancing 
him on her hip, walked off, both smok- 
ing as they went. The thousand odd 
women who make up the haremof the 
Siamese King all smoke and chew, and 
it takes a good part of his Majesty's ten 
million dollars a year to nay his tobacco 
bill. Each lady has to have her betel 
spittoon, which is of decorated china, 
the size of a coffee cup, and, if sheisa 
favorite, she has also a silver box in 
which to carry her tobacco and betel 
nut. 

The women of Burmah, like the 
smokers of Siam, use their ears as 
cigar-holders, but they use them ina 
different way. Every Burmese girl 
prides herself on the size of the hole 
she can make in the lobes of her ears, 


| and I have seen Burmese ears which 
had holes in them as big around as a/| jurist’s exact language being preserved. | 


napkin ring. ‘These holes are made 
when the girls are young, and the lobe 
both stretches and grows until it gets 
as big around as the thumb of a big- 
boned man. Into these holes some of 
the poorer women of Burmah put their

It is from eight to ten 
inches long, and is often more than an 
inch in diameter. The Burmese women 
are very beautiful, and even their big 
cigars can not take away the beauty of

in them, but it resumes its natural size 
when the young lady, holding the cigar 


| between her two first fingers, b.ows the 


smoke out in a stream. It is not unusual 
for a Burmese maiden to make her lover 
a bundle of cigars as a present during 
their courtship, and some of the best of 
the Burmese imported cigars are made 
by women. 
booths in the bazars, and they know how 
to sell at a profit. The Burmese always 
smoke after meals, and they chew the 
betel nut at the same time that they 
smoke, though many of them only chew 
in the intervals between the smokes. 
The Buddhist priests of Siam and Bur- 
mah are inveterate smokers, and a com- 
mon sight is a crowd of bare-headed, 
shaved-pated men in yellow gowns trot- 
ting along with cigars or cigarettes in 
their mouths and with bowls in their 
hands going around to collect the offer- 
ings of rige*which the people give them 
for their sustenance. 

The Burmese are very social in their 
smoking, and I saw cigars passed from 
one sweet maiden to another in the 
bazars, and I saw a young man accept 
with a smile the cigar of a belle and 
smoke it while she waited upon me and 
tried to sell me some silk at an extrava- 
gantrate. Smoking is common during 
courtship, and I doubt not that these 
big Burmese cigars undergo the same 
method of exchange as does the wad of 
succulent gum among the lovers in the 
mountains of Tennessee. — 

It is different in India. Love-making 
there isa matter of bargain and sale, 
and such smoking as is done during the 
making of matches is between the 
match-makers and the fathers who wish 
to sell or bind their girls to infant mar- 
riages. The women of India smoke, 
but they do not de it during courtship, 
and they practically have no courtship. 
In some parts of the country tobacco, 
like opium, is used toa certain extent to 
lessen the pangs of hunger and to de- 
crease the appetite. It is raised in 
every province in India, and very nearly 
three-quarters of a million dollars’ 
worth are exported yearly. ‘The Indian 
pipes are of all kinds and descriptions. 
A very common one stands about as 
high as a base-ball club. At its bottom 


_is a bowl as big around as a cocoanut, 


and often, in fact, made of a cocoanut. 
This contains water. It has a hole in- 
side of it, and at its top there is a pipe 
about an inch oran inch and a balf in 
diameter, which runs up for two feet, 
and at the top of which there is a bowl 
in which the tobacco is placed. The 
smoker sucks a hole atthe side of the 
cocoanut, and he sometimes has a flexi- 
ble tube with a mouthpiece, the end of 
which is inserted in this hole, and the 
pipe then stands upon the ground. The 
hookah, or water-pipe, is in use to some 
extent among the Mohammedans of 
India, and cigars and cigarettes are 
common. They are very cheap and are 


hot very good.

CHILDREN OF THE SUN. 


Their Four Great Roads Which Lead to 
and from the Capital. 


All the Incas were trained in the most 


Spartan-like manner for the field of 
battle, each one being in the army from 
the time he was sixteen years wld until 


| he had arrived at the age of seventy. 


When he had completed his military 
education at the capital an army was 
called together and he was placed at its 
head to gain his first. victory or suffer 
his first defeat. If victorious he was at 


| once accounted a great warrior, but if 
| defeated the people placed little confi- 
| dence in him. 


It did not take long to collect an 


| army, as the Incas had four great roads 


leading out from their capital over 


| which the King’s orders were dispatched 


with great rapidity, sometimes over 
one hundred and fifty miles a day being 
covered by the couriers. 

These rors were paved with flag- 
stones and were from twelve to fifty 
feetin width. The road from Cuzco to 
most remarkable one 


It was channeled from the crests of 
the mountainous passes, cut through 
solid rocks, ravines and precipices, 
with solid masonry and sometimes sus- 
pension bridges, maguey and osier 
This road was aboutone thou- 


The other long road led to the south, 
then west to the capjfal, to the ocean, 
and from thence north along the west to 


Quito, over the now arid sand-hills and 


deserts. 

Nearly thé whole length of the road 
was protected bya high wall in places; 
gardens lined the side of the road, 
whese luscious perfumes refreshed*the 
weary soldier or messenger as he 


' hastened along to do the King’s bid- 


ding. 

Along these grand highways, about a 
league apart, were placed small post 
houses which sheltered the messenger 
who was to travel to the next post as 
quick as he could, and so on until the 
message had reached its destination. 

In the same manner delicious fruits, 
flesh, fish, etc., were placed at the 
King’s disposal, which came from the 
remotest parts of the kingdom. Also at 
intervals were large granaries and 
store-houses, filled with food and cloth- 
ing for the soldiers, so that they should 
not suffer with the change of temper- 
ature or elevation of their journeyings.
